row means, unable to hear from her hus- 
band for many months, and with his 
parting injunction-to cheer her, “In 
danger fly to the woods.”” Every wife 
will know how great was the sacrifice 
that Abigail Adams daily made in that 
year and a half. 

On Mr. Adams’ return, he was almost 
immediately dispatched again to Europe, 
this time to negotiate peace, and it was 
not till six years afterward that she was 
able to join him; when she spent a quiet 
yearin France before assuming her po- 
sition as wife of the first American Min- 
ister at the Court of St. James. He was 
very well received there at first by the 
King and Queen, but afterwards some 
rankling ill-feeling on their part, con- 
cerning the loss of the colonies, occa- 
sioned her discomfort, and she was eager 
to return home after three years of court 
life, although, as it proved, it was only 
to make her appearauce again in public 
life within a year’s time, as the wife of 
the Vice President. Her health, how- 
ever, that had failed under the strain of 


ae eEsCowu Jvoato eae VA pes Cesc, veo 
vented her entering very fully into the 
festivities, either when at her residence 
of Richmond Hill orat Philadelphia.— 
At last her husband was chosen to the 
Presidency; the seat of government was 
removed to Washington, a mere sketch 
of acity ina swamp, and Mrs. Adams 
was the first lady of the White House. 

The White House, a very spacious and 
elegant one then, and still sufficient for 
all republican uses was but half finished 
when she entered it—the plaster scarcely 
dry, the paint yet green, the grounds 
cumbered with building materials; the 
roads in every direction were mere mud 
sloughs, and all the outlying world was 
a wilderness. There was not even an 
inclosure for drying clothes near the 
house, and Mrs. Adaims had the great, 
unfinished audience chamber,now known 
as the East Room, used for that pur- 
pose, and held her drawing-rooms in the 
room now used as the library of the pri- 
vate family. Mrs. Adams followed the 
ceremonious fashions of Mrs. Washing- 
ton; and, although she was but four 
months inthe White House, leaving it 
on account of the intermittent fever pre- 
vailing in that locality, she established 
the routine of ettiquette that has since 
| prevailed there, which, varied frequently 
by indiyidual fancy, usually returns to 
much the oid custom. 

Mrs. Adams’ old age was passed ina 
pleasant retirement, from which she al- 
ways kepta lively outlook on affairs.— 
She lived to see her son Secretary of 
State, and, had her life been spared a 
little longer, she would have seen him 
inheriting his father’s honors as Presi- 
dent. She died at the age of 74, and 
her husband survived her but six years. 

Although not beautiful, Mrs. Adams 
was agreeable and elegant in appear- 
ance, and a strong resemblance to her is 
borne even by some of her grandehil- 
dren in the third degree. She was a 
great woman—great in intellect, in pur- 
pose, in patience, and great in triumph.

What the Birds (ae 


The swallow, swift and nighthawk are 
the guardians of the atmosphere; they 
check the increase of insects that would 
otherwise overload it. Woodpeckers, 
croopers and chickadees, etc., are the 
guardians of the trunks of trees. War- 
blers and filycatchers protect the foliage. 
Blackbirds, thrushes, crows and larks 
protect the surface of the soil; snipe and 
woodcock, the soil under the surface. 
Each tribe has its respective duties to 
perform in the economy of nature; and 
it is an undoubted fact that, if the birds 
were all swept from the earth, man could 
not live upon it, vegetation would wither 
and die, insects would become so numer- 
ous that no living thing could withstand 
the attacks. The wholesale destruction 
eccasioned by the grasshoppers which 
have faiely devastated the West, is un- 
doubtedly caused by the thinning out of 
the birds, such as grouse, prairie-hens, 
etc., which feed upon them. The great 
and inestimable good done to the farmer, 
gardener and florist by birds is only be- 
coming known by sad experience. Spare 
the birds and save your fruit. The little 
corn and fruit taken by them is more 
than compensated by the vast quantities 
of noxious insects destroyed. The long- 
persecuted crow has been found by ac- 
tual experiment to do far more good 
by the vast quantity of grubs and insects 
he devours, than the little harm he does 
in a few grains of corn he pulls up. He 
is one of the farmer’s best friends.—

CURE FOR FELON. Among our ex- 
changes we notice the following simple 
method of curing a pest which has been 
very annoying to the human family for 
centuries: When you first feel the 
stinging or thumping sensation, procure 
asmall piece of fly-blister, place it di- 
rectly over the spot, and let it remain for 
about eight hours; and thenremove the 
same, and you will see the felon, or mat- 
ter, under the surface of the skin, which 
you can remove by pricking with the 
point of aneedle. Thisis saidto be a 
sure remedy. 


CraB APPLE JAM. Weigh equal 
quantities of large-sized apples and white 
sugar. Cut the apples in halves, remove 
the cores,and stew them soft. Then 
add the sugar, and a few pieces of white 
ginger root, and boil the jam until it 
looks soft. Before adding the sugar, 
the jam should be rubbed through a col- 
ander or sieve, to remove the skins. If 
preferred, the apples can be pared and 
the straining of the jam omitted. Apple 
jam thus prepared, and kept tightly 
sealed up, makes most toothsome tarts 
in the spring; when apples are not easi- 
ly obtained. 


CxuaB APPLE Tarts. To make the 
tarts, take apple jam, as prepared by 
the above receipt, or stew the apples 
purposely, and sweeten them to the 
taste. Make a puff paste by cutting to- 
gether with a knife, one quart of sifted 
tiour, and one heaping teacupful of but- 
ter. Add a teacupful of cold water. 
Cut into paste, using only a knife to mix 
it, as neither a spoon or the hands will 
answer the purpose to make the paste 
light and puffy. Roll out the pastry on 
a board as thin as possible. Cut it into 
ten or twelve strips; flour each one, and 
place one upon the other. Roll up light- 
ly into a roll, cut it as was rolled, into 


small slices,and roll out very thin; or| pleasantly, “‘ with all my heart. 


repeat the first process of rolling several 
times, as it will make the pastry more 
flaky. Cut out the pastry when rolled 
for the last time, withthe top of a pint 
bowl, or some smaller circular dish will 
Roll out asmall strip of pas- 
try, notch it out with a pie cutter, and 
place it around the circle, lapping the 
edges nicely. Fill the tart with apple, 
and bake ina very quick oven. Then 
have ready some beaten whites of egg, 
and heap them high upon the tart; 
isprinkle white sugar over it, and bake 
'for four or five minutes. The tarts can 
| be baked upon flat sheets of tin.

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Autumn Leaves. 


As the days for culling autumn leaves 
are at hand, we publish for the benefit of 
those who make such collections, the fol- | 
lowing method of preserving them, taken 
from the Albany Sunday Argus: 

** Skeletonized leaves are perhaps more 
popular for decoration than any other 
and it strikes us that they are far more 
beautiful. The work of preparing them 
is rather more tedious and disagreeable 
than difficult, but it requires great care. 
In the first place the leaves must be ex- 
amined to see that they are perfect and 
free from the bites of insects. The leaves 
of the elm, poplar, sycamore, pear, ma- 
ple, deutzia, and box tree are the firmest 
leaves to commence with. They should 
be placed in an earthen dish, covered 
with rain water, and kept in a warm 
place. In about two weeks they will be 
sufficiently macerated. Since the net- 
work of leaves is very delicate it is well 
to use a soft toothbrush or small paint- 
brush for removing the pulp. Place the 
leaf on a plate and gently brush away 
the pulp, keeping it continually moist. 
After the leaves are thoroughly cleansed 
dry them by pressing gently between the 
folds of a soft towel, after which the 
skeletons may be lain away in a box to 
await bleaching. Fern leaves need not 
be macerated, as in the bleaching process 
the epidermis will be completely eaten 
away. Dry them between sheets of blot- 
ting paper or a book as already directed. 
For bleaching take one ounce of chloride 
of lime and dissolve it in a quart of wa- 
ter; let it stand until well dissolved, then 
filter through blotting paper and bottle. 
Of this solution, which may be bought 
ready made of the druggist, if desired, 
add one spoonful to 19 spoonfuls of wa- 
ter, and immerse the skeletons until they 
are white. Leaves and seed vessels 
should not be put in the same jar, and 
the coarse skeletons should be kept sepa- 
rate from the more delicate ones. After 
bleaching, rinse the leaves in fresh water, 
then dry between the folds of a soft 
towel and keep between the pages of a 
book till ready for mounting. If the 
leaves become curled in drying, press 
them by tying a cord tightly around the | 
book in which they are laid. Skeleton- 
ized leaves should be mounted on a cush- 
ion of black or dark blue velvet. Dis- 
solve gum arabic in water, making a 
thick mucilage; with this gum the leaves | 
to the stems from which they have be- 
come separated; or if artificial stems are 
needed crotchet cotton stiffened with 
gum will answer the purpose. The stems 
of the leaves must be fastened to the| 
velvet with gum. The leaves are pretty 
arranged in a tiny basket, as well as | 
mounted on velvet, but no special direc- 
tions can be given for the design of the| 
boquet—it must be left to the taste of | 
the operator. A glass shade must cover 
the leaves, which are too delicate to be} 
left uncovered.”’ 


A Large Landholder. 
— | 

Probably the largest landholder in| 
America is ex-Governor Abner Coburn | 
of Maine. Incredible as it may seem, 
he is the owner of not less than 593,000; 
acres, divided up as follows: — Maine, | 
450,000 acres; Canada, 135,000; Wiscon- | 
sin, 35,000; Dakota, 35,000; Michigan, 
20,000; Minnesota, 18,000. His latest 
purchase is that of the tract in Dakota, 
and was taken of the Northern Pacific | 
Railroad in lien of stock, in which road 
he invested some $600,000. His agent, 
Mr. Whipple, has just returned from 
the West, whither he has been to look 
after Mr. Coburn’s interests, and see 
about the last purchase. 

He reports the land in Dakota as among 
the finest held by the Governor. He says 
it is well adapted to growing cereals, 
and fine crops of wheat have been har- 
vested in the vicinity the present season. 
One of the causes of the failure of the 
Spragues was land speculation. They pur- 
chased from Mr. Coburn, some six years 
since, a tractin Maine, for which they 
were to give $1,400,000, and upon the 
same advanced $500,000. The land was 
well thimbered, but the Spragues could 
not keep it, and Mr. Coburn has now 
come into possession again, while the 
Spragues are out the amount advanced. 

The Governor is said to be beseiged 
with beggars of both high and low 
standing, and there is scarcely a day 
passes but he receives letters asking aid 
to help build seminaries, churches, and 
charitable institutions. He is reported 
as giving away upwards of $100,000 per 
annum. Mr. Coburn is probably worth 
$6,000,000.

The Vanilla Bean. 
The vanilla bean, from which the well- 
| known essence is made, is the fruit of a 
| plant which is a parasite, growing upon 
the trunks of old trees. It is found in 
Mexico and a few other countries. The 
bean is gathered before itis ripe, and 


oven, and this changes its color from 
green to a deep purplish-brown. The 


beans, while still warm, are packed into 
| blankets and put into large tin cans to 
lundergo a sweating process, after which 
they are dried again. This sweating is 
sometimes repeated, and finally the beans 
}are assorted into fifteen different sizes, 
| packed in tin cans holding about three 
| thousand each, and sealed. Their value 
lhas greatly increased. Formerly they 
|were worth about sixty dollars a thou- 
isand; within afew years the price has 
risen to one hundred and fifty, and it is 
| still increasing, as the demand is greater 
than the supply. This high price may 
|be likely to stimulate the chemists to 
; supply an artificial flavor as a substitute.

A correspondent of the New York Sun 
has been visiting the groves of trees in 
California, about which sc much has been 
written on account of their immense size. 
He says: 

It was estimated by a lumber merchant 
that one of the big trees, ‘* The Mother 
of the Forest,’’ contains ‘537, 000 feet of 
lumber. This at $40 per thousand would 
be worth $21,480. This tree is 321 feet 
high, and 137 feet to the first limb. The 
bark is twelve inches thick, and the tree 
is eighty-six feet in circumference at the 
base. 

In the Calaveras grove five men worked 
twenty-two days boring a tree down with 
pump augurs. After boring the tree un- 
til every fibre was severed, it still 
upright. To fall it two days were spent 
with ropes, and wedges were driven with 
the butts of trees.

fornia is divided into what are called the 
wet and dry seasons, and the approach 
of either is not marked by any precur- 
sors or warnings. We are now entering 
upon the wet season, which will last un- 
til next April or May. The heaviest 
rains generally fall in December or Jan- 
uary. It is only in the mountain regions 
that the snows of winter are found. But 
even there the garb of the forest does 
not undergo the autumnal changes of the 
East. Outside of the snow lines, and 
during the rainfall period, the trees wear 
their brightest livery of green, and the 
hills and valleys are clad in the softest 
of verdure and bedecked with flowers of 
every hue. It is a singular fact that none 
of the native trees of California wear 
any dying leaves. There is a slight 
change in the foliage of some trees, 
some growing brighter and others dim- 
mer in color. The evergreens are shed- 
ding their leaves the year round, while 
the deciduous trees change their habili- 
ments with a suddenness that you are 
not able to detect. During the autumnal 
period in California the stars shine 
brighter in the sky, the wind is boister- 
ous at times, and there is a crisp to the 
air very often suggestive of overcoats. 
Still nature is then entering upon her 
most joyous mood, and the farmer is 
getting ready for the planting of his 
crops.

Children’s Feet. 


Life-long discomfort, disease and sud- 
den death, often comes to children 
through the inattention or carelessness 
of the parents. <A child should never be 
allowed to go to sleep with cold feet. 
The thing to be last attended to, is to see 
that the feet are dry and warm; neglect 
of this has often resulted in a dangerous 
attack of croup, diphtheria, or a fatal 
sore throat. 

Always in coming from school, or on 
entering the house from a visit or errand, 
in rainy, muddy or thawing weather, the 


child’s shoes should be removed, and 
the mother herself should ascertain if 


the stockings are the least damp, and 
if so they should be taken off, the feet 
held before the fire and rubbed with the 
hand till perfectly dry, and another pair 
of stockings put on, and the other shoes 
and stockings be placed where they can 
be well dried, so as to be ready for future 
use at @ moment’s notice.
